HONOLULU, March 18.—Amelia 
Earhart brought her huge “Flying 
Laboratory” roaring into Honolulu 
with a trans-Pacific speed mark to- 
day and retired to a Waikiki Beach 
residence to await better flying 
weather for the next leg of her 
flight around the world—a 1,532- 
mile adventure to tiny Howland is- 


land. 

The aviatrix hoped to take off 
again tomorrow. 

She first had planned only a brief 
stop here. The motor of her ship 
had been warmed up a short time 
before she announced the delay to 
await better flying weather, . fore- 
cast for tomorrow. 

“im“terribly tired,” she-aaid as 
she told of handling the controls 
most of last night, relinquishing 
them only as she approached 
Wheeler Field for a landing. 

Although Miss Earhart and her 
crew of three men deliberately throt- 
tled down the $80,000 “Flying Labor- 
atory”: to save it for other perilous 
etretches on the world flight, it cov- 
ered the 2,400 miles from Oakland, 
Cal., in 15 hours 51 1-2 minutes. 
This trimmed one hour, 6 1-2 min- 
utes from the previous mark of 16 


hours, 58 minutes by the Hawaii 
Clipper last December. 

Amid the cheers of several hundred 
early morning spectators, some of 
them still in evening dress, Miss Ear- 
hart stepped out of the plane behind 
Paul Mantz. Then came her naviga- 
tors, Captain Harry Manning and 
Fred J. Noonan. 

Still bareheaded and wearing slacks 
and leather jacket, Miss Earhart re- 
ceived flower leis from a _ reception 
committee of army officers. 

Asked how the flight compared with 
her solo hop from Honolulu to Oak- 
Jand in 1935, Miss Earhart said it 
seemed “longer.” 

It was not longer, however. Her 
flight of January 11, 1935, required 
18 hours 16 minutes to cover the 
same 2,400 miles, in the other direc- 
tion. 

A few minutes after the landing 
Miss Earhart was driven to the home 
of Lieutenant Colonel John McDonnel 
for a rest, while Mantz, her technical 
adviser, groomed her plane for the 


trip. 
Amelia Last to Start. 

Although Miss Earhart’s plane was 
the last of the three big planes to take 
off from Oakland for the overnight 
ocean flight, she was far in the van 
of two Sky Clippers at the finish, 
landing at 5:59 a. m., Honolulu time 
(10:29 a. m., Atlanta time). 

The Hawaii Clipper, first of the 
three out of Oakland, alighted on 
Pearl harbor with seven passengers 
and a crew of eight in 19 hours and 
1 minute,

_ HONOLULU, March 18.—The last 
time I saw Diamond Head was on Jan- 


uary 11, 1935. It was neariy dusk on 
that cloudy afternoon when my heav- 
ily laden Lockheed Vega contrived to 
get off Wheeler field and, climbing la- 
boriously, headed eastward over Hon- 
olulu, bound for the California coast. 
This morning at 5:40, Honolulu time, 
we sighted Diamond Head again aft- 
er reversing the process of the previous 
voyage. 

Making today’s landfall was even 
more pleasurable than my first view of 
California’s shore line. After all, it 
would require ingenuity to miss a con- 
tinent, which I was aiming for then. 
Hawaii, however, is a much smaller 
mark, and I knew only too well how 
easily the islands could be missed. 

Navigators Find Islands.

Unlike 
most states, Georgia holds this in- 
formation not privileged. 

For five generations, Dr. Green’s 
fargily has produced leaders in the 
medical profession, men who have up- 
held the highest traditions of the phy- 
sician’s pledge to professional secrecy.

TWO ATLANTANS

Hit-Run Driver Sought 
in Brutal Death of 
Woman on Lee Street. 


An Atlanta woman was killed by 
the speeding car of a hit-run driver 
and a 17-year-old Tech High school 
student was killed, and.another in- 
jured, in automobile accidents early 
last night. 

»*The victim ,of the hit-run driver 
was identified as Miss Marie Peacock, 
of 940*Katherwood drive. She. had 
just alighted from an outbound Kast 
Point street car, on Lee street, at 
what is known as the Cluett-Peabody 
stop, when she was struck by a sedan 
traveling at terrific speed. 

Miss Peacock was tossed several 
feet into the air. Virtually every bone 
in her body was broken. Both legs, 
several ribs and her left arm were 
broken, and her skull was crushed. 

She was pronounced dead upon ar- 
rival at Grady hospital, and the body 
was taken to the mortuary of A. C. 
Hemperley & Sons.

RESGUED GIRL, To, 
TELLS OF TRAGEDY 


Student Describes How 
Teacher Was Buried 
Under Debris of Blast. 


KILGORE, Texas, March 18.— 
(UP)—Lying on a hospital cot here, 
blonde, grey-eyed Paula Echols, 15, 
junior student in the London Consol- 
idated school, still shook from fright 
tonight as she told of the explosion 
which demolished the building and 
killed hundreds of her schoolmates. 

“Everything was very quiet and 
about 20 of us were studying English 
in our classroom,” she said, “when 
the building seemed to shake and 
the entire roof fell in on us, all at 
once, 

“A huge piece of brick and mor- 
tar fell between my desk and my 
teacher, burying her except for one 
leg and a corner of her desk. 

“Everyone started screaming and a 
boy seated across the aisle from me 
cried, ‘Ob, help me.’ 

“IT was pinned underneath my desk, 
unable to move. One of the boys 
seated .next to the window, who was 
not struck by the falling beam, pulled 
me out and crawled outside with me. 

“The only thing I remember was 
that as the building started to crum- 
ple, I saw a huge piece of stone 
hurtle through the air and pass com- 
pletely through the body of an auto 
mobile parked near the building. —

NEW LONDON, Texas, March 19 (Friday).—Surveys 
early today showed 399 children and teachers known dead from 
a mysterious blast which demolished the New London Consoli- 
dated,School late yesterday afternoon. 

Rescue workers still were bringing out crushed bodies from 
the wreckage of the $1,000,000 structure and éstimates of the 
total fatalities ran up to.670 of the 740 pupils and teachers in 
the building at the time of the explosion. 

+ The. catastrophe was the worst of.its kind in-the:- nation’s’ 
history and brought chaos into the heart of the great east Texas 
oil field. i & 

Principal Troy Duran said the deaths probably would reach 
670. 

Governor James V. Allred declared martial law in the pre- 
cinct, ordered in national guard troops and instructed that a mili- 
tary court of inquiry be set up to begin an investigation. 

Highways Are Blocked. 

Red Cross nurses, doctors by the score rushed against time 
to allay the confusion here—41,000 oil field workers tore at the 
debris, frenzied parents strove to find their children and hun- 
dreds of curious blocked the highways. 

From Warm Springs, Ga., President Roosevelt announced 
last night he had ordered the Red Cross and all other governmen- 
tal agencies to “stand by and render every assistance” to the 
little Texas community. 

The President said he was shocked with the ‘rest of the na- 
tion and could hope further information would ‘“‘lessen the scope 
of this tragedy.” 

Superintendent W. C. Shaw, who lost a son in. the explosion, 
theorized that it was caused by an accumulation of gas. 

Shaw said that accumulated gas in a space between the floor 
of the one-story building and the ground undoubtedly caused 
the explosion. The building was heated by gas-steam radiators 
and there was no main boiler. 

Seven hundred pupils and 40 teachers were in the building— 
most of them in the auditorium. 

It was 3:20 p. m. (Atlanta time)—just 10 minutes before 
dismissal hour. 

Suddenly with a force of tremendous proportions, the walls 
of the building began to shake. Pupils and teachers alike were 
trapped. 


Walls Are Crushed. 

A low rumble sounded. Many thought it was a boiler ex- 
plosion. None was sufe hours later. 

Witnesses said there was an ear-hammering explosion after 
the grumbling roar that preceded the blast., The roof then, they 
said, moved up, the walls crashed outward, and the roof fell into 
the wreckage, crushing those within. 
 * The high-school building was wrecked. Flames shot forth 
for a time. Near by stood the grade school—empty—its sev- 
eral hundred pupils having already been dismissed for the day. 

Bricks hurtled through the air for a quarter of a mile. Chil- 
dren were decapitated. Some were mangled. Some lost limbs, 

Superintendent Shaw likened the victims to rag dolls with 
their clothes torn off. ' 

Some of the bodies were near the edge of the desolate heap 

of wreckage. 
Rescue workers removed these first. One hundred bodies 
of children, few older than 15, were taken to Henderson, where they 
were laid out in improvised morgues awaiting identification. Ten bodies 
of their teachers were brought with them. 

. Curious Jam Roads. 

The scene here was chaotic. Thousands of automobiles blocked all 
highways leading into this community, in the center of the vast east 
Texas oil field. Sight-seers and curious thronged elbow-to-elbow with 
parents of children trapped within the school. 

There was an agonizing shortage of doctors and supplies to treat the 


injured. Emergency calls were broadcast throughout east Texas for 
physicians and nurses and for bandages. Supply houses emptied their

There are two methods for cooking 
eggs in the shell to make the contents 
firm without its being too mealy: (1) 
Start the eggs in saucepan in cold 
water to cover. Heat water gradual- 
ly to the simmering point, cover, but 
do not let it boil. Hold the water 
at this point for 30 minutes. Or (2) 
cover the eggs with hot water in the 
upper part of the double boiler with 
boiling water in the lower part. Cook 
about 20 minutes after the water in 
the lower part starts to boil. It is 
obvious that the second method has 
some points in its favor.

DISCUSSED BY WOMEN 


Business and Professional 
Women’s Club Hears 
Abatement Authorities. 


Business and professional women 
of Atlanta took their seats around 
the banquet tables last night at their 
annual public relations dinner with 
the expressed desire to learn how 
the city can be rid of smoke and 
what they can do to help. 

Headed by T. A. Day, Cincinnati 
coal executive, leaders in the national 
and city smoke abatement movements 
told various methods by which the 
amount of smoke in the air can 
lessened. All plans advanced were 
basically the same, calling for edu- 
cational drives on “How. to Fire Fur- 
naces,” 

With these suggestions as a foun- 
dation the Atlanta Business and 
Professional Women’s Club of At- 
Janta will make the smoke abatement 
program their club project for the 
year. 

Home Owners Offenders. 

“The small home owners are the 
greatest offenders,” Day declared. 
“They seem not to realize that if they 
do not fire their small fires correctly 
all‘the fuel will not be burned, gases 
will escape and smoke will fill the 

r. 

He urged a concentrated movement 
to disseminate information oon the 
proper means for firing furnaces. 

“You fire a candle from the top, 
not the bottom. So it should be _— 
a furnace. The fire should be bank- 
ed on one side when coal is added 
the first time and banked on the 
other when it is added the second 
time. The heating system should be 
thoroughly cleaned at least once dur- 
ing each heating season.’ 

An open forum on smoke abate- 
ment work in Atlanta was led by 
Henry J. Cates, chief of the sanitary 
department, who declared the: great- 
est phase of the work was educating 
the people to doing something about 
their firing methods and teaching the 
janitors how to properly fire. 

Knowledge Urged. 

Mrs. Lucy Mims, president of the 
Atlanta Smoke Abatement League, 
asked the businesswomen to join their 
organization in a drive against smoke 
by obtaining a thorough knowledge of 
the subject, by distributing literature 
and by learning what is the correct 
methods of firing. 

“It is a known fact a smoky, dusty 
city makes the people more morbid, 
has more suicides,” Dr. C. C. Aven 
said in the open discussion. “Smoke 
indirectly affects the lungs and irri- 
tates the respiratory system.” 

Others speaking on the forum were 
H. A. Millikin, J. N. Voorhees. F. 
W. Douglass, A. W. Jones and Har- 
old H. Bixler. 

Jones pointed out that Atlanta has 
relatively small amounts of smoke in 
the air in comparison with other 
cities ite size. Poor janitor service 
was blamed as the cause of excess 
smoke in the -city. 

Miss Blanche Wood, club presi- 
dent, presided at the dinner and Miss 
Leita’ Thompson, chairman of the 
National Business Women’s Week 
committee of the organization, extend- 
ed greetings to the guests. Several 
vocal solos were rendered by Mrs. 
Martha T. Clark, accompanied by 
Mrs. Charles Dowman.

The increases range from as high 
as 20 per cent in some departments 
to a four-hour reduction in weekly 
hours with no pay cut. 

Paul Christopher, United Textile 
Workers’ Union ‘organizer at Char- 
lotte, N. C., and Sidney Hillman, who

COLLEGE PARK’S FINE RECORD 


The good citizens of College Park 
have a right for pride in their 
achievement of a place on the roll 
Safety 


of honor of the’ National 


Council as a result of the commu- 


nity’s record of traffic control dur- 
ing the year 1936. 

Despite the fact that College Park 
is now a small city of several thou- 
sand inhabitants and that it is on a 
heavily traveled highway leading 
into Atlanta, not a single death from 
an automobile accident occurred 
within its limits last year. 

Would there were more cities 


similarly located which could boast+ 


of such an enviable record, and that 
larger cities as a result of the same 
careful attention to traffic problems 
and enforcement of traffic laws had 
reduced during the year their traf- 
fic loss from this source. 

The answer of College Park’s fine 
record is simple. Chief of Police 
Moore points the way to safe and 
sane traffic conditions in the state- 
ment that ‘We enforce the law to 
the letter; where there are stop 
signs we require motorists to stop, 
and they have learned that we mean 
just that.” 

Of the many hundred cities in 
the country in the population class 
of College Park, only 139 are in- 
cluded on the National Safety Coun- 
cil’s honor roll—and many of these 
have far less heavy traffic on their 
thoroughfares than does this fine 
suburban community of Atlanta. 

Certainly it is to be earnestly 
hoped that other Georgia cities, re- 
gardless of their size, will take the 
same steps as has College Park to 
preserve their most invaluable as- 
set—the lives of their citizens. 


UP TO THE GROWERS 

Predictions have been made that 
cotton next fall will be selling for 
20 cents a pound. Certainly the 
people of the south as a whole ear- 
nestly hope that the prediction 
proves true. 

One thing, however, is certain. 
If, on the strength of that price 
forecast, farmers of Georgia and 
the south this year go on a cotton 
planting spree there will be no 20- 
cént cotton, nor anything like it. 
It would only require an uncontrol- 
led orgy of increased cotton acreage 
to depress the cotton price next fall 
to half, or less, of that figure. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wallace, 
as well as Cully A. Cobb, director 
of the federal farm program in the 
southern states, have both issued 
warning to southern farmers that, 
to maintain the present increase in 
cotton prices, it is absolutely neces- 
sary that there be no notable in- 
crease in production. 

Mr. Cobb has stated that he does 
not believe world consumption of 
all cotton this season will equal 
world production, which means, in 
logical effect, that the end of the 
season will see an increase in the 
amount of surplus on hand. Any 
heavy planting would, therefore, 
bring about a glut on the market 
that would inevitably depress world 
prices. 

The south, in the past decade or 
two, has learned to raise other crops 
than cotton, crops for which there 
is a steady, stable market. Today, 
with the prospect of 20-cent cotton 
in the near future, it is more vital 
than ever that the farmers of Geor- 
gia and the other cotton-growing 
states, hold determinedly to the only 
wise policy, that of growing first 
the foods and feeds they need for 
themselves, tReir families and their 
livestock, 
money crops. 

With so many other crops avail-

Twenty-cent cotton is possible, 
this year. The chief threat to that 
much-to-be-desired end is over- 
planting. It is up to the cotton 
growers themselves to see that this 
injury to the south is blocked . at 
once, is forestalled before it begins. 


COUNTY HOME RULE 


Perhaps no one else in the south 
has done as much to improve local 
government—county government in 
particular—as Dr. George Spicer, of 
the University of Virginia. Dr. 
Spicer, a professor of political 
science, is chairman of the Virginia 
commission on county government. 


Before this commission began its 
work a few years ago county gov- 
ernment in Virginia was just as out- 
worn and archaic as in any state of 
the Union. But, thanks to Dr. 
Spicer and his commission, there 
have been great improvements in 
that state. Several counties have 
adopted a responsible county-man- 
ager form of government. 


In a recent radio address, Dr. 
Spicer pointed out the extent to 
which local government is being re- 
organized in several states. Much 
legislation along these lines has 
been passed. 


Dr. Spicer says in part: 


The dominant purpose of much of 
this legislation has been to afford the 
people of the counties Yhe right to 
choos their owr form of government 
eith-: by the adoption of a locally 
framed charter or by choosing one of 
a list of optional forms provided by 
general law. In other words, the = v- 
ject has been to grant to the coun- 
ties the right of “home rule.” 

Some may question the technical 
accuracy of applying the term “home 
rule” to a general optional forms law, 
but I should like the liberty in this 
talk of using the term in a rather 
broad, but, 1 trust, practical sense. 

Home rule in any real or practical 
sense consists in something more than 
a mere formai grant of authority to 
a county to frame and adopt its own 
charte.. Actual home rule is deter- 
mined first by the kind of govern- 
ment a county may adopt, and, ser: 
ond, by the kind of government it dots 
adopt. The privilege of framing 4 
charter is but an empty gesture if 
the constitution and laws of the state 
prevent the county from choosing a 
form of government suitable to its 
needs, capable of renderiag efficient- 
ly the services demanded by its peo- 
‘Je, and subject at all times to pop- 
ular control. An optional forms law 
providing reasonably flexible plans 
will accomplish these purposes better 
than a rigid home rule provision in 
the constitution. 

According to this conception, prob- 
ably the best examples of home rule 
counties to be found itt the United 
States are the county manager or 
county executive plans, now in opera- 
tion in San Mateo and Sacramer o 


counties, California, and in Arlington, 


Albemarle and Henrico counties, Vir- 
ginia. 
Dr. Spicer warns counties that 


they must clean up and must have 


more intelligent direction, or élse 


states will take over their functions. 


On this point, he says: 


It must be admitted, however, that 
county government in the United 
States is now at the cross-roads. 
There is in many quarters an un- 
mistakable trend toward state central- 
ization. This trend will continue un- 
less the county is made more elfi- 
cient. The people of the counties 
have reached the point where they 
must choose between the way of fur- 
ther and complete state centraliza- 
tion and the way of efficient and re- 
sponsible home rule. May I suggest 
that we should try the second alter- 
native? 

It is desirable for the state to 
take over certain functions of the 
county. For example, it is better 
for the state to have the full re- 
sponsibility for the schools. 

But it would not be well for the 
state to swallow up the counties 
completely. The people are inter- 
ested in economy, however, and un- 
less the counties clean up and give 
better services they will run the 
danger of losing their identities.

HEALTH TALKS 


By DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


In a talk about the treatment of 
chronic nutritional arthritis the other 
day we mentioned § calcium lactate, 
Vitamin D, parathyroid hormone, ex- 
posure to the ultra-violet of sunlight 
or artificial source and artificial fever 
or hyperpyrexia. ‘These are only ont- 
standing methods of treatment whica 
have proved satisfactory in many 
cases. It is not feasible to consider 
here other remedies or treatments 
which may be of equal importance 
Or value in many cases. Successful 
treatment of chronic arthritis of any 
type requires the judgment of the 
physician who knows the patient's in- 
dividual condition. 

As explained in the preceding talk, 
the artificial fever or hyperpyrexia 
treatment has been found most help- 
ful in conjunction with massive doses 
of vitamin D (200.000 to 600,000 units 
daily). Treatment with massive doses 
of vitamin D is most effective if the 
patient receives also an optimal daily 
ration of vitamin B. 

Vitamin B promotes carbohydrate 
metabolism in the body. Its effect in 
that respect is comparable with the 
effect of insulin. In fact diabetic 
patients who require a certain amount 
of insulin daily find that if they get 
an optimal ration of vitamin B they 
need less insulin, 

Vitamin D promotes metabolism, ab- 
sorption and utilization of calcium. 
Where there is any doubt that the 
diet. provides an abundance of cal- 
cium, it is often advisable, at least 
harmless, to inelude in the regimen 
daily doses of calcium lactate—say ten 
grains three times daily after meals. 
Calcium lactate is conveniently taken 
in the form of five-grain tablets, with 
a good drink of water or better milk 
to wash them down. 

Exposure of naked ekin to direct 
sunlight or to the ultraviolet rays 
from carbon arc lamp, mercury vapor 
quartz lamp or other artificial sources, 
produces vitamin D in the body. 

_ Daily hypodermie or intramuscular 
injections of parathyroid hormone 
have been enthusiastically praised by 
French physicians for the treatment 
of chronic deforming arthritis. Half 
ar hour after an injection the patient 
experiences increased facility of move- 
ment, an extraordinarily flexibility of 
the stiff or stiffening joints, and a 
marked feeling of well-being. This 
lasts for ten or twelve hours, and 
while the patient is on such a higher 
metabolism a good deal can be done 
in the way of passive manipulation, 
massage or active exercise, which 
would be difficult or impossible other- 
wise. The effect of the injection is 
comparable with the effect of an in- 
sulin injection in diabetes. While the 
effect of the insulin lasts the patient 
ean coneume and. utilize a larger 
amount of carbehydrate food which 
the body greatly needs. The henefits 
of the extra food thus ntilized are 
permanent gain. So are the benefits 
of the massage. manipnuiation or exer- 
cise the patient enjoys while the para-

There have been numerous stories 
on the origin of the name “Dixie” as 
applied te the southern states. Most 


generally accepted, of course, is that 
it derived from the name of one of 
those two survéyors who drew the 
important “Mason and Dixon line.” 

Others attribute it to a man named 
Dixey who owned some slaves on 
Manhattan Island and, due to north- 
ern sentiment, was forced to move 
them south. It is said these negroes 
grew homesick and pleaded with their 
master to carry them back to Dixie's 
land. 

Down in New Orleans, however, 
they have another explanation. Ed- 
ward T. Waldo, of.the staff of the 
United Press, in a recent article tells 
the explanation as given, he says, by 
any of the older French Creoles in 
the crumbling Latin quarter of the 
Louisiana metropolis. 

Says Waldo: 


Old Building 
As Symbol. 


He'll take you out on the “ban- 
quette” (sidewalk) and point to its 
birthplace —a magnificent looking 
building at the corner of Rue Royale 
and Rue d’Iberville. The edifice isn't 
in such fine shape now. It’s. crum- 
bling and time worn, but it reflects 
a dignity of bygone days. 

“Mon ami,” you will be told “the 
story goes back to a century ago when 
Nouvelle Orleans was third largest 
city in the Unioh and the edifice 
housed the prosperous Banque des 
Citizens de la Louisianne—the Citi- 
zens’ bank.” 

At the time of the Creole’s story, 
bank notes were much in disfavor 
among frontiersmen and cattle drov- 
ers who came down on barges with 
their furs to New Orleans. Because 
of the fact that counterfeiting was 
at its height, banks in different states 
discourited other banks’ notes because 
of the risk taken, and the drover or 
trapper lost money.

Most of this money was taken north 
and out to the frontier, and little of 
it ever was counterfeited. The fron- 
tiersman didn’t have to worry about 
the fact that perhaps when he got 
back up the river the Citizens’ bank 
would have closed its doors and his 
greenbacks would be only valuable as 
wall paper. “Dixie” paper was tops 
and at a premium. The way to show a 
man that you were in earnest was to 
slap a handful of the notes on the ta- 
bles and say “I'll bet you ten Dixies.” 
That was showing real money. 


Reckoned 
In “Dixies.” 

Frequently, in the Creoles’ grand 
peres day, the rivermen were heard 
saying: “I’m going down the river 
for some ‘Dixies’,” or “These cows 
will bring 500 ‘Dixies’,” or else, “I 
can’t pronounce this French word 
Dix, but I mean the Dixie bank.” 

As a result, the phrase “Dixie 
Land” soon began to apply to all the 
territory from which the. dixnotes 
came and the name was confused with 
the name of the line which designated 
the south and many believed that it 
Was a corruption of the name Dixon. 

The Citizens’ Bank of Louisiana 
was taken over in 1927, on its hun- 
dredth birthday, almost to a day, by 
a largé banking chain from the east. 
The bank's president, who automati- 
cally became vice president in the 
new bank, it is said, refused to ac- 
cept letters from the new officials 
unless they were addressed *“‘President 
of the Citizens’ Bank.”

18.—According 

to the best fig- 
ures to be had in Washington, there 
are now 4,891,000 employes of the 
states, counties and municipalities, 
drawing more than three billion do)- 
lars a year, who don’t have to pay a 
cent federal income tax on the 
salaries or even make out a return. 

There are also about 1,500,000 
federal employes who are exempt 
from the state income tax, if any, 
in the states where they reside. A 
lot of federal employes who live across 
the state line in Virginia and work, 
to use a euphemism, in Washington, 
thus escape a state tax which is borne 
by people in private pursuits who, in 
some cases, make less money than the 
guests of the community. 

These exemptions are protected by 
a series of supreme court decisions, 
the latest of which came down Mon- 
day, holding thaf the government can- 
not tax a state or vice "versa. ere 
is something obviously cockeyed about 
all this, because the income tax 
amendment says congress may collect 
taxes on income from whatever source 
derived. 

I hesitate to hang out my shingle 
as a constitutional expert, because 
the field is overcrowded. but I can 
read short and simple words and that 
amendment doesn’t make any excep- 
tion for salaries drawn out of the 
public treasury. 

It says “incomes from whatsoever 
source derived,” and the supreme 
court has created an exception which 
exempts a class of employed citizens 
three times as great numerically as 
the class which now carries the en- 
tire burden of the federal income tax. 


Tax Situation The whole income 

tax situation, fed- 
Is a Problem eral and state, is 

now a dizzy contu- 
sion, but the trouble rests in an an- 
cieat and fine-drawn decision given 
more than a hundred years ago which 
didn’t foresee the income tax at all 
and dealt with an entirely different 
sort of cases. 

The succeeding courts have used 
this as a precedent to deny the plain 
language of a constitutional amend- 
ment and throw the weight of the 
income tax on less than two million 
people to the profit of the public em- 
ployes, many of them utterly useless 
political parasites drawing high sala- 
ries met from taxes. 

Moreover, there are many mendi- 
cant states, always around with the 
tin cup to cadge money out of the 
national treasury in loans which never 
will be repaid, which have refused 
to adopt state income taxes of their 
own. 

If they had state income taxes they 
would not neéd to prey so heavily on 
the government and these permanent 
borrowings represent, in effect, pre- 
cisely the menace which the supreme 
eourt undertook to thwart whén it 
pointed out that the states must not 
be allowed to devour one another. 


New York, for example, has a heavy 
income tax, while Illinois has none, 
so New York makes an effort to pay 
her way, while Illinois, in case of 
trouble, simply rattles the cup. 

Yet there has been so much senti- 
ment about the great emergency that 
the federal money is shoveled out to 
relieve distress in states which could 
meet, or anyway, make a better show- 
ing with theiy local problems if they 
had their own income tax. Nobody 
has any serious notion that the 
moocher states ever will call around 
and pay off in full, and the touches, 
of course, are entirely aside from the 
outright gifts of federal money to 
meet the obligations of states which 
simply defaulted their state responsi- 
bilities while insisting upon their sov- 
ereign right.

Must Raise Standards. 

Speaking extemporaneously, 
chief executive said: 

“We've got to raise our economic 
standards a good deal higher. I would 
like to see the teachers’ pay in this 
state approximate more nearly that 
of New York state. 

“I would like to see the program of 
Governor Rivers go through. He wants 
to spend twice as much on education 
this year and guarantee a seven-month 
school year. That is a great ambition 
and I would like to see him put it 
through. a , 

‘There is need of raising economic 
standards and thereby raising the 
educational standards of the state.” 

Recalling a remark he heard years 
ago that “we got a lot of book 
knowledge, but we ain’t got no mother 
knowledge,” the President said, ‘“‘as 
far as education goes we've got a long 
way to go.” ‘ 

The President, comparing present 
conditions in. Warm Springs and 
Meriwether county with pre-depres- 
sion and five-cent cotton days, said: 
“Why, we are infinitely better off 
and we all know it. That is because 
we have been thinking in national 
terms.” 

Grounding in Economics. 

Going back to the first years of 
his visits here, the President said 
he “began to learn economics at 
Warm Springs.” 

He told of a 19-year-old boy com- 
ing to him in 1924 and asking him 
to present diplomas at his school. 
He was surprised to learn the youth 
was principal of the school rather 
than president of his class, and was 
only getting $300 a year, with teach- 
ers under him receiving less. : 

He also related how a bank in 


the 


Warm Springs, then a store, closed ag 


their doors, and recalled 70 cents a 
day common labor wages, all of 
which made him realize the commu- 
nity lacked purchasing power. -One 
reason was five-cent cotton, he said. 

Here was one large part of the na- 
tion “at the mercy of people outside 
the south under conditions over 
which they had no control.” He 
added, “people were starving under 
five-cent cotton and the young were 
growing up without an education.” 

Origin of Philosophy. 

It was then, he continued, he be- 
gan to evolve the economic philos- 
ophy,” of raising pay, prices, and 
purchasing power, and of tying that 
in “very definitely” with the “in- 
dustrial cities of the north and east.” 

“We began to think of the pic- 
ture as a national picture,” he said, 
adding one aim was to stabilize 
wages on a higher level. 

Edwin R. Embree, president of the 
Julius Rosenwald fund, in turning 
over the school to the community, 
said: 

“We are seeing democracy here 
at its best.” 

Accepting the school on behalf of 
the state, Robert L. Cousins, direc- 
tor of negro education, said Georgia 
was becoming “more conscious” of 
its obligations to educate all citizens, 
in contrast to the day back in 1868 
when a state law was passed making 
it a crime to teach a negro to read 
or write. 

The President drove to the school 
with William ©. Bullitt, ambassador 
to France; his daughter-in-law, Mrs. 
James ©. Roosevelt Jr., and Miss 
Marguerite Lehand, a secretary.

Bullitt Departs. 

Bullitt, who has been here a week 
talking over European conditions with 
Mr. Roosevelt, left tonight for Wash- 
ington.

Atlanta time) before Sir 
Bord Merriman, president of the di- 
yorce court, for “directions.” 

Their discussion will be in cham- 
bers with the public excluded. 

Legal authorities said they consid- 
ered the petition for instructions as 
the proctor’s next to last step before 
permitting Mrs. Simpson's divorce de- 
cree, obtained at Ipswich on October 
27, 1936, to become final. It is his 
right to determine whether the final 
decree shall be granted. 

(The proctor is charged with super- 
vising conduct of parties to a divorce 
action in English courts during the 
six months period between the pro- 
bationary and final decrees, and to de- 
termine whether there is any evidence 
of collusion or misbehavior.

A surplus of $45,000, acenmulated 
from increased receipts the past six 
months, will be applied by the Bap- 
tist Home Mission Board on the prin- 
cipal of its debts the first of April, 
according to an announcement today 
by Dr. J. B. Lawrence, executive sec- 
retary-treasurer. 

The amount now available, which 
will meet the first of two regular semi- 
annual debt payments this year, is 
considerably larger than the amount 
paid by the board on its debts last 
April, Dr. Lawrence stated. 

By agreement with its creditors, 
the Baptist agency applies surplus 
funds on debts twice each year, April 
1 and October 1. 

Since the April payment each year 
is always less than the surplus avail- 
able in October, and because increas- 
ing receipts will enable the board to 
make a greater reduction than was 
made last year when over $100,000 
was paid on debts, the mission execu- 
tive expects total payments on debts 
this year to be well over $100,000. 

“Offerings received this month, 
with two weeks remaining, have al- 
ready exceeded total receipts for last 
March,” Dr. Lawrence said. January 
and February, totals were above the 
same months of last year also. 


CANE SUGAR GROUP 
ASKS LARGER QUOTA 


Southern Producers Seek 
Doubling of Tonnage by 


Cuban Cut. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—(P>)— 
Continental sugar cane interests de- 
manded of congress today revisions in 
the administration’s proposed sugar 
bill to permit them to place their full 
production on the American market. 

Led by T.ouisiana and Florida con- 
gressmen the southern interests told 
a house agricniture subcommittee the 
bill, by restricting continental cane 
troduction, discriminated in favor of 
the sugar beet states and off-shore 
Troducers. 

They suggested cane areas in the 
Tnited States could be given adequate 
quotas. almost twice the 360,000 tons 
allowed under the bill, by slashing the 
Cuban quota of 1,948,091 tons. 

half-dozen witnesses hammered 
ut the committee records showing beet 
states produced less than their quota 
‘while continental cane areas produced 
more than their quota, but were un- 
sble to market the excess unless con- 
sumption requirements increased.

He 
was testifying in the case brought 
against the Georgia Power Company 
by Mrs. E. E. Elliott, who is seeking 
damages for injuries allegedly caused 
by a street car and automobile ac- 
cident on West Hunter street. 

_ Mrs. Elliott, the plaintiff, had pre- 
viously testified that the accident of 
which she complained had occurred on 
August '26, 1935. She testified that 
this accident was responsible for her 
fo being born dead in February, 


Dr. Green, testifying in behalf of 
Mrs. Elliott, stated that he treated 
the plaintiff first on September 3, 
1935, eight days after the alleged 
accident. He was asked whether a 
widely recognized prenatal test had 
not been performed on the plaintiff 
in November, 1935, three -months 
after the accident in question, and 
whether this test had not been posi- 
tive. These questions were answered 
by the doctor in the affirmative. 

Where Clash Started. 

He was then asked by counsel for 
the Georgia Power Company if this 
test was not generally recognized by 
the medical profession as being . ac- 
curate, and whether the positive re- 
sult obtained in the test on Mrs. 
Elliott in November, following her 
accident in August, would not indi- 
cate that no injury had resulted to 
her unborn child. e witness re- 
plied that he had had numerous cases 
in which the test had proved inac- 
curate, whereupon counsel for the 
Georgia Power Company asked him 
to name one case in which the re- 
sults of the test had been found by 
him to be inaccurate. It was this 
question that the doctor declined to 
answer, whereupon Judge Humphries 
stated that the question was relevant 
for two reasons, first, as a test of 
the doctor's credibility and, second, 
to indicate the experience on which 
the doctor based his testimony as an 
expert witness. 

o other physicians, appearing 
for Mrs. Elliott, testified in the 
course of similar questioning with 
reference to the prenatal test, that 
it was virtually infallible, one testi- 
fying that it was regarded by medi- 
cal science as being 98 per cent ac- 


curate, 
Court Ruling.

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THE WORLD’S LARGEST 
DESERT. 
V—Oasis. 

The most pleasant parts of the 
desert are the oases, where trees and 
grass grow, and where people have 
farms and villages, even cities. Some- 
times an oasis is just a small plot of 
ground with a clump of palm trees 
and a spring, but in other cases it is 
of large size, with trees bearing dates, 
figs and peaches. 


An oasis in the Sahara. 


The Figig oasis is a large and fa- 
mous one. It lies between Algeria 
and Morocco, about 400 miles south 
of the Mediterranean sea and 1,000 
miles from Timbuctu. It has an area 
close to 30 square miles, and there are 
six separate villages within its bor- 


Grain and vegetables-are grown on 

the Figig oasis, and many thousands 

of date palms. Dates are important 

items of food in most parts of the 

Sahara. 

Near the center of this great oasis 
hills from which hot springs bub- 
The water in some of the springs 


—which means it is far too he€ te 
drink until it is allowed te. cool. 

The folk of the Figig oasis have 
built draine to lead the water down 
to lower parts of the region. These 
drains are formed from stones and 
cement, and many of them lead to 
reservoirs. The hot springs supply 
water for every corner of the 

Trains of camels pass through 
Figig, and sometimes a “train” is 
composed of a hundred camels. Ivory 
and gold dust are among the impor- 
tant products carried by camels across 
the desert, and a single camel train 
has been known to traneport goods 
with a value.of half a million dollars. 

Another interesting place is the 
Bilma oasis. which is noted for its 
salt pits. This oasis contains.a_ vil- 
lage of 700 population. , 

In working a salt. pit, .the people 
flood the pit with water, then wade 
in and work with hoes to loosen the 
salt crystals. After being taken from 
the pit, the wet salt is placed,in cone- 
shaped molds, and allowed to dry.. 
Cones of salt are traded for food and 


clothing. 


The sandy soil of the Sahara is rich 
enough to grow fine crops. In some 
places it has been irrigated by using 
water flowing down from the high- 
lands. In years to come, there may 
be a great deal more work done along 
that line. If ways can be found to 
turn hundreds of thousands of square 
miles of sandy waste into cro ar- 
ing farms, it will add greatly to the 
wealth of the world. 

Geologists have located beds of coal,

‘Great Force Is Loose in Nation,’ 


Sherwood Anderson Tells McGill 


Techwood Project Praised as Start Toward Better Hous- 
ing, Health and Education; Terms Elimination of 
Tenant Farming Necessary. 


By RALPH McGILL., 

“Do we have to take a taxi? Let’s 
walk.” 

And so we walked. 

Sherwood Anderson wanted to see 
Techwood project. And so we walked 
down the streets and down the hill 
and turned into Techwood and kept 
walking until the vista of clean grass 
and buildings opened up before us. 

Anderson shook his head. 

“This country,’ he said, “would 
never have thought of a thing like 
this if Roosevelt had not suggested 


it. 

We walked on, seeing the play- 
grounds and the people going and 
coming from the apartments. 

He turned and looked at the fringe 
of the slum buildings. 

“Work for Everyone.” 

“And they say there isn’t work in 
this country,” he said. “If we could 
do just the work that should be done 
on two things alone, housing and 
farm rehabilitation, we would have 
enough work for everyone to do and 
it would last for a thousand years.” 

He wanted to see. And he saw, 
He saw the clean, modern apart- 
ments. He learned that the highest 
priced apartment, under $40 per 
month, included heat, light, refrigera- 
tion, cooking, laundry privileges and 
access to all the playgrounds and 
other facilities. 

He heard of the families who had 
come there from the slums and had 
been unable to “take it.” A few 
can’t. There are, in this land of the 
free and of equal opportunity for all, 
some people who have been s80 
crushed by circumstance and fate and 
so moulded mentally, they simply 
cannot ‘‘take”’ bathrooms and electric 
refrigerators. 

Mrs. Roosevelt said, when here not 
long ago, the only hope was to give 
those. tragic people better housing, 
educate their children and give those 
children even better housing. 

Sherwood Anderson, one of the 
great men in American literature, 
Shook his head. The tragedy of the 
submerged peoples has been one of 
his subjects in his writings. 

Fear of Gap. 

He heard how the few families of 
that type that had tried the apart- 
ment had seemed to fear the great 
gap which was between them and the 
other peoples of their world. | They 
came and saw and somehow were 
afraid and uncertain and finally; 
feeling themselves apart, quit. 

Anderson, more than any other 
writer America has produced, knows 
people. He has made his job that 
of going about and talking with 
people. 

_You may read about Anderson in 
“Tar,” a story of childhood. You 
may find some of his wistful search- 
ing in “A Story-Teller’s Notebook.” 
You may read more of it in his 
“Winesburg, Ohio.” You may get an- 
other picture in “Dark Laughter,” 
In “The Triumph of the Bgg” he 
tells another story. In all his books 
—“Poor White,” “Beyond Desire” 
and in his later ones, he is telling 
the story of people. And usually of

‘HUNTING PAN’ USED 
Device Is One of Few Still 


in Existence. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., March 18.— 
(UP)—One of the few “hunting pans” 
still in use and a definition of it writ- 
ten more than 100 years ago is in pos- 
session of a Sharp county family. 

In a history of the county written 
-by Charles W. Shaver, the hunting 
pan is described as follows: 

“A hunting pan was a flat utensil 
of tin, a foot or more in diameter and 
having a handle five or six feet long, 
This was of iron. Hunters placed em- 
bers or even burning pieces of wood 
in the pan when hunting deer in boats 
up and down the numerous streams. 

“One of the number carried the han- 
dle of the pan across his shoulder. 
Deer would come to the edge of the 
stream to investigate the red glow. 
The reflection of the fire in the ani- 
mal’s eyes would furnish an excellent 
mark for hunters.”

SIT-DOWN STRIKERS 


EJECTED FROM STORE 

NEW YORK, March 18.—(UP)— 
Sixty girls and 16 male sit-down 
strikers were forcibly ejected by police 
from a Woolworth five-and-ten-cent 
store here tonight. 

It was understood that Mayor F, 
H. LaGuardia amb police officials 
decided to use force to prevent spread 
of the strike for higher wages and 
better working conditions to 50 other 
metropolitan Woolworth stores. 

The police first dispersed about 75 
sympathizers who gathered in front 
of the store. The 16 men were re- 
moved first one by one. When 30 or 
40 patrolmen began to usher the girls 
out a battle ensued. Clothing was torn 
from several of the girls, but they 
were carted away to a precinct station 
to await arraignment in night court 
on charges of disorderly conduct.

The scene was chaotic. 

The feelings of Texas were voiced by Governor Allred, 
simply: 

“Il can conceive of nothing mofe terrible than such a death for 
children.” 

Most of the bodies seemed to have been crushed or torn. 
burned. 

Among the crowds who did not know yet the toll taken from their 
families was Mrs. W. H. Phillips, who lives near the wrecked building. 
She had two children in the building. 

Her five-year-old son, James, went with her. this afternoon to meet 
Virgil, 12, and Camillia, 10. Mrs. Phillips stopped for a moment in a 
near-by store. The five-year-old ran-ahead of her to the building. 


Building Is Shattered. 


The next moment the explosion shattered the schoolhouse. 

The body of Virgil was among the first brought out of the ruins. 

Superintendent Shaw, one of the few members of the faculty who 
escaped death in the mighty blast, was aiding rescue workers. 

At least seven producing oil wells are on the school’s large campus. 

The school.is midway between the communities of London and New 
London and serves several other towns within an area of 30 square miles. 

The school is nine miles northwest of Henderson. Many of the 
students were children of ailfield workers or officials of oil companies.

Texas Blast Worst 
Involving Children 


By the Associated Press. 
The New London, Texas, school- 


house explosion appeared last night 
to be the worst disaster involving 


mainly children in modern times. 
At the Collinwood school in Cleve- 


land, Ohio, March 4, 1908, an ex- 
plosion killed 174. 

Seventy-seven children were suf- 
focated in a panic when fire broke 
out Jan. 9, 1927, in the Laurier 
Palace theater in Montreal. 

In a Cleveland, South Carolina, 
school fire on May 17, 1923, a like 
number, 77, were killed. 

Seventy-two children died in 
Christmas party false fire panic at 
Calumet, Mich., Dee. 24, 1913. 

An unknown number of children 
were among S800 killed in a circus 
and theater fire in St. Petersburg, 
Russia, in 1836. 

More recent tragedies involving 
children were: 

June 1, ‘1934—Forty primary 
school children killed and 50 in- 
jured when a hurricane destroyed a 
school er Nanchang, China.

GARDENING 


For fear that I may entourage 
too many of you to become spring 


gardeners, who only sit in the shade 
during the summer I will tell you to- 
day of a garden. interest that is so 
wonderful you will never mind the 
effort that it takes to accomplish it. 
How about becoming interested in 
roses. 

I am quite sure that you can still 
buy dormant roses for bare-root plant- 
ing. And 1 am also sure that you 
can find a spot in your garden away 
from trees where you will find five 
hours of sunshine each day. So there 
is nothing to prevent you from hav- 
ing a rose garden where you will spend 
many happy hours working. and also 
cutting blossoms throughout the sum- 
mer. And if during the summer you 
decide to take a trip for several weeks 
the only thing necessary is to: pick 
all of the buds “off the day beferé 
you leave, then while you are away 
your plants will also be resting and 
all ready to give you many blossoms 
on your return, 


When you decide to have these 
roses lay off your bed narrow enough 
not to be necessary to walk on your 
bed when cultivating, spraying or cut- 
ting. Five feet wide is a very good 
width, wide enough to have three rows 
of plants and not too wide to culti- 
vate. The first row can be one foot 
from the edge, the next row 18 inches 
away and the last row 18 inches from 
the middle row and one foot from 
the outside of the bed. 

Then plant them 18 inches apart 
in the row and you will be able to 
get many plants in a very small bed. 
Buy three of a kind, then when you 
exhibit in the flower shows you can 
easily enter the three of a kind class 
and also the five of a kind. These 
classes are never crowded, making it 
easier to win that coveted blue rib- 
bon.

FILIPINOS 10 BE FREED 
IN EITHER 1938 OR 1939 


Quezon Agrees on Terms of 
Proposal to Advance In- 
dependence Date. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—(>)— 
President Manuel Quezon, of the Phil- 
ippine commonwealth and government 
officials agreed today on terms of a 
proposal to advance the date for com- 
plete Philippine independence from 
1946 to either 1938 or 1939.

Rankin criticized the ruling of

“The decision in the court of ap- 
peals . . is a terrific condemnation 
of Judge Gore’s decision,” he said. 
“Tt is such misconduct on the part 
of federal judges that is stirring the 
people to rally around the President 
in his efforts to reorganize federal 
courts.” 


UNDERWOOD WAS UPHELD 
BY COURT OF APPEALS 

Federal Judge E. Marvin UWnder- 
wood was the second judge involved 
in the legal tangle over TVA work 
in Georgia, refusing to grant a dis- 
missal asked by the Georgia Power 
Comnany of a nrevious suit to the one 
involved in the Gore decision. It 
was this ruling which the circuit 
court upheld as proper. 

Judge Underwood. by refusing dis- 
missal, retained jurisdiction in the 
ease within the district in which the 
litigation was first brought. The At- 
lanta jurist had refused an injunction 
to the poger company, which then 
joined with 18 other companies in 


TVA then entered 
the Atlanta court and pointed out 
that Gore had assumed jurisdiction 
helonzing to the Atlanta court under 
the first suit brought by the power 
company. The Gore decision, if it 
had become valid in Georgia, would 
have had the effect of overriding Judge 
Tinderwood’s decision through the me- 
dium of a court holding the same 
status as the local court.

FOLLOWING RIOTING 


Government Emerges From 
Crisis With Its Support 
Intact.

PARIS, March 18—(#)—Fear of 
turmoil over the bloody Clichy riots 
was allayed tonight as 2,000,000 work- 
ers peacefully ended a paralyzing, 
half-day general strike and the pop- 
ular front government emerged from 
the crisis with its support intact. 

The wheels of Paris literally stop- 


ped turning during the morning when 
the workers laid down their tools to 
protest against “Fascist assassins” 
and to demonstrate the strength they 
wield to enforce their demands that 
“Fascism’’ be dissolved in France. 

The excitement abated, however, 
when the strike gradually ended about 
midday. Tension had been high since 
Tuesday night when Communists and 
police battled in the streets of sub- 
urban Clichy. 

Alarm that the government might 
fall in the violent struggle between 
right and left wings seemed appeased 
with the announcement that Premier 
Leon Blum’s coalition had reaffirmed 
its support. 

The government, it was generaliy 
believed, would be caustically censur- 
ed in narliament for the rioting in 
which five persons died and about 300 
were injured but would face no threat
